PARIS. Jan. 2.—The precise details 
of the French proposal for a settle 
ment of the United States debt, con 
tained in Ambassador Herrick’s note to 
Washington, were obtained by Tus 
Tripuns tonight from a_ reliable 
source. 

The note, which summarizes the sug 
gestions of M. Clementel, finance min 
ister, for a solution of this problem 
was handed to Mr. Herrick at a com 
ference with Premier Herriot, and, al 
though unofficial in character, repre 
cents the present official attitude of the 
French government. 

What France Proposes. 

Consisting of ten closely typed pages 
outlining France’s economic situation, 
the note terminates with three general 
proposals for the regulation of the war 
debt, which are as follows: 

ONE—France asks a moratorium of 

teh years’ duration, during which time. 
with the proportional increase in Ger 
many’s reparations payments under 
the Dawes plan and with a correspond- 
fine decrease in France’s expenditures 
for war damage repair and pensions, 
the mation hopes to reach a position to 
face its debts.

of miles from Pall Mall and Piccadilly. 
The club, out east of Suez, is a 
unique institution.

“When @ysentery hits a man it usu- 
ally lasts for weeks, and our first: 
night in Rangoon, Lowell took down 
with a serious attack. The English 
doctor whom we called said that it 
was undoubtedly the result of his hav- 
ing drunk some of the water that the 
natives had brought out the afternoon 
of our forced landing in the lagoon in 
indo-Ghina. While I was gone for 
hours trying to wheedle the priests at 
a nearby village into selling us enough 
of their sacramental wine to keep us 
going until a rescuing party cpuld find 
us, the heat was so intense and his 
thirst so great that he decided to risk 
a few sevallows of the water on which 
the natives seemed to thrive. 

“ But centuries of living in the trop- 
ics makes the native practically im- 
mune to many of the diseases that 
worry the white man. The doctor ad- 
vised that Lowell be taken to a bunga- 
low in Rangoon where he could be 
kept quieter. And we saw ourselves 
faced with a possible delay of two or 
three weeks. 

“That same night another ill wind 
blew our way. A party of sailors had 
been detailed to stand by the planes 
during the night. But along after 
midnight, while we were all sleeping 
off the effects of our nerve wracking 
flight across the Malay jungle from 
Siam, an unwieldy Burmese river boat 
came drifting down the Irrawady from 
Mandalay with her huge sail bulging. 

“We had already gotten off to one 
side of the main course of this mighty 
river which is to Burma what the Nile 
is to Egypt. We had done this to es- 
cape these very boats that come down 
to Rangoon with their cargoes of rice, 
and to keep the planes from being 
smashed into matchwood by the enor- 
mous rafts of teak logs that drift 
down from the forests of upper Burma. 

Another Close Shave. 

“But the Burman at the rudder of 
this particular boat must have been 
snoozing. realizing that no matter if 
he did collide with some other craft 
it would nave little affect on his heavy

Colder Climate More Desirable. 

“It’s an alluring life, a life of lan- 
guid hours, whispered scandals, wav- 
ing punkas, and vclinking glasses. But 
it was so hot that we were already 
getting ot our map of the world and 
figuring how many, more days it would 
be until we reached Iceland and Green- 
land. 

“ Each afternoon, when the work on 
the planes was finished, everybody 


would plunge into the large swimming 
pool that our English friends had out 
there near the flying headquarters. 
Afier a day of perspiring in that 
steamy, hamid, broiling climate, it was 
certainly a relief to play water polo 
for an hour or so, and then sit in a 
long chair sipping a long cool drink. 
This bungalow where we were enter- 
tained was built high up in the air on 
piles as a precaution against snakes, 
scorpions, centipedes and other creep- 
ing and crawling things that increase 
the white man’s burden out east. 


Burman Vamps Smoke Cigars. 

“The Burman women intrigued ug. 
With their gay umbrellas, bright col- 
ored silk skirts, cute little white shirt- 
waists, hair piled up in a black, shiny 
coil adorned with frangipani blossoms, 
faces coated with rice powder, and puff- 
ing away on cigars from six to ten 
inches long, they were utterly unlike 
any women we had encountered thus 
far. The Burmans seem to be a gay, 
light hearted people, as full of color 
in their own lives and actions as the 
costumes they wear. We were told 
by the English flying people that they 
were often referred to ag the Irish of 
the east. 

“Tike the Siamese, they are Bud- 
dhists, and there is a pagoda on every 
hill. But there is one on a hill over- 
looking the city that is a sight we 
shall never forget. It is the Shwe 
Dagon, the largest pagoda in the world, 
all covered with gold from base to the 
tip of its jewel covered spire. It was 
the first thing we saw as we ap 
proached Rangoon on our flight up 
‘from Malaya, and its golden ‘ti’ glit- 


tering in the morning sunlight was the 
last bit of this great oriental metropd | 
lis that we saw as we winged our way 
over the paddy fields and thousand wa- 
terways of the Irrawady delta toward 
India. 
Fiy Away from Teak Land. 

“The English doctor who was tak- 
ing care of Lowell worked nothing 
short of a miracle in pulling him 
around in three days from an illness 
————— EE 


that usually knocks people out for six 
or seven times that period. When the 
New Orleans had been repaired and 
we were ready to take off Lowell re- 
fused to stay in bed any longer. So 
on Wednesday, June 25, with not a 
breath of air stirring and the Irrawady 
as smooth as glass, we left the land 
of teak, of whackin’ white cheroots, 
Buddhist monks, and golden pagodas. 

“The Boston and New Orleans got 
onto their pontoon steps by following 
the waves left tn the wake of an ocean 
steamer. Then Wade dove down in 
front of us and let his pontoons touch 
the water just enough to put a few 
ripples in it, just enough to enable us 
to get off. 

“When it comes to delicacy of 
touch, and sheer fmesse, I doubt if the 
airman ever lived who surpassed Leigh 
Wade. If you can take a plane that is 
making ninety miles an hour. come 
down and daintily touch your pontoons 
to the water so that they are barely 
an inch below the surface, and then 
run along like that for a mile, you are 
a wizard. And that’s what Wade is. 

“We saved quite a long distance by 
cutting straight across the Irrawatiy 
delta toward India instead of immedi- 
ately heading west into the Bay of Ben- 
gal. Ahead of us lay the little seaport 
that has been a hoodoo to nearly all 
of the aviators who have passed this 
way. Sir Ross Smith’s supply ship 
full of gasoline and oil had blown up 


imot far from Akyab. A number of 


other planes had cracked up near it. 
McLaren, the British world flyer, had 
crashed and been laid up there for 
many weeks.. So, as Rangoon and the 
Irrawady river vanished into the haze 
behind us, we could not help but won- 
der what effect Akyab’s black magic 
was going to have on us.”

THE CONDUCT OF OUR 
FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


The French foreign office has confirmed the re- 
port that negotiations upon the funding of the 
French debt to us have begun. At the same time 
the British foreign office confirms the statement 
given out at Washington that the British govern- 
ment does not object to our granting a meratorium 
to France or a lower rate of interest than is paid 
by the British. Our state department at this 
writing says it has received no such asgurance 
officially or unofficially. However, it would seem 
that the great problem is to be taken up seriously 
at last and we may begin to pray for our represent- 
atives that they may emerge from the proceedings 
with their shields and not upon them. 

Meanwhile it is not unfitting to express the hope 
that our representatives in this instance will ex- 
press a policy and produce results which the na- 
tion ought to and will accept. The United States 
has sufiered from representation in: international 
affairs which was not in touch with the will of the 
nation. In the most conspicuous instance that 
was ascribable chiefly to the masterful personality 
and self-centered habit of our distinguished legate. 
But aside from amy Such dahger in ‘the coming 
negotiations, and perhaps it is not wholly absent, 
there is danger of a similar failure through a peren- 
nial want of codperation between the two branches 
of our treaty making power, the state department 
and the senate. If our representation in the nego- 
tiations represent the views of the state depart- 
ment without regard to and perhaps in flat oppo- 
sition to those of the senate goinmittee on foreign 
affairs, it is very likely to bring back a settlement 
which is abortive for the simple reason that it can- 
not be confirmed by the senate. 

The effect of such a fiasco upon our interna- 
tional diplomatic credit, to say nothing of the post- 
pone t of a settlement much desired in this 
country, would be unfortunate, so unfortunate in- 
deed ‘that we trust the President will make a spe- 
cial effort to insure some harmony of opinion and 
purpose between the state department and the sen- 
ate as to permissible concessions and terms of | 
adjustment. 

That would be valuable for the present case. It 
might also set a useful precedent or do something 
to break up the expensive habit of the state depart- 
ment and the senate committee on foreign affairs 
working in Airtight or noncommunicating compart- 
ments. During a previous administration we 
heard a chairman of the committee at a moment 
of doubt and strain in an important international 
relation admit on the senate floor that*he did not 
know what the state department was about. Yet 
that chairman was of the tume party as the Presi- 
dent then in office and on friendly terms of long 
standing with the secretary of state. We com- 
mented then upon this astonishing lack of com- 
munity and codperation in our foreign affairs be- 
tween the two constitutional agencies responsib 
for our action, and we have had occasion to note 
since that the evil pérsists whichever party is ip 


though doubtless in different degrees. We may 


waive the outstanding case of Mr. Wilson's expe- | 


rience’ with the treaty of Versailles as having a 
special character, yet it contains a warning to 
every executive not to overlook either the senate 
or plain indications of national opinion, ag Mr. 
Wilson did. 

We are by no means for open diplomacy ‘in the 
crude sense of publicity for every step in difficult 
bargaining, but certainly, if we are to avoid it, our 
representatives are bound to proceed upon general 
lines which conform to the public will. Our state 
department, past and present, we suggest, tends 
to overlook this, as the senate seldom does. Its 
reguiar representatives abroad show a fatal tend- 
ency to identify themselves with the country to 
which they are accredited and in some cases be- 
come ardent advocates of an altruism, ingratiating 
doubtless abroad, but expensive ,to their own 
country. 

And even the home office does not always, so it 
seems, remmain immune to this peculiar process 
Repeatedly of late we have learned that European 
governments were being told that the United 
States did not really expect to be paid its war 
loans, told openly and virtually officially. The 
result of this has been explained and it ought to | 
be clear, namely, that so long as our representa- | 
tives let a foreign public think we do not require 
payment, no government could afford to negotiate 
for any payment, however moderate In terms. Yet 
the American people never have considered can-. 
eellation of its loans. 

Thus through a strangely unrepresentative con- 
duct by our representation in foreign affairs, we 
have this impossible impasse: that no ministry 
abroad could survive an agreement to pay us, and

Vice is here as it is almost everywhere, but it is 
not tolerated or regulated. The permitted laxness 
of the other great cities of the world is not here. 
Thirty years ago it was, but there has been a great 
change since then. We'd be foolish to think that 
any great city could escape the viciousnes of de- 


city has not compromised with it or recognized it 
as unescapable and inevitable. If the streets of 
Chicago were as free from crimes of violence as 
they are free from yice the town. would be almost 
beyond criticism. 


The moral standards of most great cities accept 
certain vice conditions as normal. Chicago does 
not. Where the policy is oné of suppression there 


thing must exist under cover it will exist by buy 
ing its immunity, but the citizens whose activities 
have given Chicago a conspicuous moral stanfard 
deserve more than the comment that this is the 
wickedest city.

Chicago, Dec. 30.—{To the Legal Friend 
of the People.]—I would like some in- 
formation about trade marks. How can 
they be registered, and with whom? 
Does the place where they are regi»- 
tered look over files to see that the trade 
mark has not been used before? How 
much does it cost to make a trade mark 
legal? | ao ae 

A trade mark may be defined as an arbi- 
trary word or symbol actually used on arti- 
cles of merchandise to indicate where they 
come from—that is. who makes them. A 
trade mark which has been so used in com- 
merce among the several states, or with for- 
eign nations, or with Indian tribes, may be 
registered in the patent office by any person, 
firm, corporation, or association owning such 


mark. 
No trade mark is registrable ander the act

of Feb. 20, 1905, which is merely a geograph-

ieal nafne or term, or which consists merely 
in @ surname, firm name, or corporation 
name not distinctively displayed, or merely in 
words or devices descriptive of the goods 
upon which it ia;used. Hf the owner of a 
trade mark which is not registrable under the 
act of Feb. 20, 1905 lad bona fide 
trade mark use t for o@e year, such 
trade mark may be ed under the pro- 
visions of the act of March 19, 1920. How- 
ever, a registration under the act of March 
19. 1920,. does not constitute prima facie 
evidence of ownerthip. 

The patent office does not make an examina- 
tion in order to determine whether a par- 
ticular word or symbol has been or may be 
registered as a trade mark.in advance of the 
filling of a complete application for such 
registration. 

A complete application comprises a peti- 
tion, statement, declaration, drawing, five 
specimens showing the trade mark as ac 
tually used in trade, and a fee of $10. 

Of the propriety of applying for recistra 
tion the applicant must judge for himself. 

In order to identify any particular trade 
mark registered in this office the registry 
number. or the date of registration and the 
name of registrant, should be given. 

A copy of the trade mark rules, containing 
full forms and instructions relative thereto, 
may be obtained by writing to the commis 
sioner of patents, Washington, D. C.

This “most important work,” to 
quote the publishers, might better be 
entitled “Memoirs of an Egotist,” for 
among some hundred thousand words 
the word “I” appears about ten thou- 
sand times. — 

On page 263, volume 1, the author 
says: “Once or twice I have had un- 
fair criticism from recognized idiots. 
These were so much below my con- 
tempt that I seldom stooped to an- 
swer.” Until I came upon this gem I 
felt sorry for the author, but now I 
think we may speak freely. 

The first hundred pages are devoted 
to the author’s childhood and to tell- | 
ing the world what a stupid child he 
was. Evidently there were no fool 
killers tn Italy, where he was brought 
ap; otherwise he would never have 
grown up to be the big boy described 
in the last seven hundred pages of his 
book, for, besides being an explorer, 
the author fancies himself as painter, 
sculptor, musician, linguist, and in- 
ventor. 

Undoubtedly Landor has been nearty 
everywhere on this earth, and it must 
be admitted that his chapters on the 
Boxer war, the Philippines, and Africa 
are interesting and readable, but on 
the whole the narrative is dull and 


poorty written. 
Instead of interesting accounts of 


places and peoples we must read how! ner 


the author was kissed by Garibaldi 
and Marchand; graciously received by 
Queen Victoria, Victor Emmanuel, 
Presidents Harrison, Taft, and Roose- 
velt; complimented by Swinburne and 
Whistler, and tortured by the lamas. 

Commenting on one of his trips to 

this country, the author says: “It was 
one of the great trials of America— 
ther all told me their life’s story.” If 
many Americans read “ Everywhere,” 
Landor will have had his revenge. 

In conclusion, let me give you this 
advice: Take a go00d look at the 
author’s picture on the cover of vol- 
ume II, and then, if you want to read 
about Landor, read “ Everywhere.” If. 
on the other hand, you want to be en- 
tertained, read Mark Twain, Du Chail- 
Inu, Munchausen, or some good fairy 
story; but if you are after accurate 
imformation, get out your encyclopedia.

FARMERS WANT PRACTICAL 

INFORMATION ABOUT NUTS. 
F the native nut trees of the mid- 
western states are to be saved and 
plantations are to be successfully 
started on farms, there is great 
need for an extensive survey and s‘udy 
to be made of al] the nut trees now 
scattered along the streams in the 
pi valley. Velualle and prac- 
tical information could thus be col- 
lected and through nontechnical bulle- 
tins and demonstrations the farmers 
would soon learn how to establish their 

plantations. 

Volumes have been written about 
nuts by various authorities but there 
is still needed a practical way of get- 
ting information on the culture of 
nuts to the farmers who will have to 
be depended upon for the growing of 
the future nut supply. Farmers need 
specific information on the various 


kinds of nuts srown in their sect’on 
of the country and books giving ren- 
eral information on nut culture do rot 
meet all of the needs. 

. Nut trees are particular about the' 
kind of soil they grow in just the same | 
as field crops. Tests will have to be 


needed by the native nuts Some hick- 
ory trees, for example, dislike very 
much to start off in soil with acid re- 
action, according to Robert T. Morris 
in his book called “ Nut Growing.”

is usually from two to four minutes, 
never more than five minutes.

It is because of its short duration 
that the astronomers always have 
been balked in their efforts to learn 
more about it. 

Yerkes staff will make further ob- 
servations from the regular laboratory 
at Williams Bay, Wis., where the par- 
tial eclipse will be the same as in Chi- 
cago, the sun being about nineteen- 
twentieths obscured; and still another 
observation will be made by Prof. J. 
A. Parkhurst of Yerkes’ staff at Cornell 
university observatory. Cornell ob 
servatory is in the 100 mile wide path 
of the total eclipse and a measure- 
ment of the corona therefore will be 
made by Prof. Parkhurst.
